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DETAILED ACTION 



Information Disclosure Statement 
1 . The information disclosure statement filed May 4, 2005 fails to comply with 37 CFR 

5 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, publications, applications, or 
other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. patents and U.S. patent 
application publications listed in a section separately from citations of other documents; (3) the 
application number of the application in which the information disclosure statement is being 
submitted on each page of the list; (4) a column that provides a blank space next to each 

w document to be considered, for the examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates 
that the list is an information disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has 
been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

Applicant listed related application in IDS, and the copies have been received, which is in 
15 the file wrapper. However, use of PTO-1449 is required in order for them to be considered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Goto (US 
5,012,344, hereinafter "Goto"). 

Re claim 1, 2 and 4-6, Goto discloses an image-processing device in the form of a 
charge-coupled device (CCD) (see abstract) comprising a plurality of pixels; a first shift register 

2 A (see figure 7; also see figure 1) connected to individual photosensitive pixels PE1, PE2 5 

(col. 2, lines 38+); a second shift register 2B which are also connected to the photosensitive 
pixels. The first shift register is used for generating a set pulse, and the second shift register is 
used for generating a clear pulse (col. 7 5 lines 23+). The number of lines for generating a set 
pulse or a clear pulse would be equal to or less than the total number of lines. When the device 
is manually moved to a different target, and the image is captured, such movement would meet 
"condition for picking an image up is changed." 

Re claim 3, when the image is captured, the image sensor utilizing CCD must have had a 
direction toward the target (col. 1, lines 50+). 

Additional Remarks 

5. The last part of claim 1 and claim 5 are unclear, and therefore does not limit a particular 
situation where a condition for picking up image is changed. Similarly, claim 3 is also vague. 
"At least one of a frame rate, a shutter speed and a scanning direction" does not recite, in the 
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Examiner's view what Applicant meant to claim. It should have been "change in at least one of 
a frame rate, a shutter speed and a scanning direction." 



Conclusion 

5 I. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Tai (US 5,85,674); Joseph et al. (US 5,710,417); Hung et al. (US 5,430,687); 
Nagafusa et al. (US 6,876,372) ; Cocuzza et al. (US 6,523,753) ; May et al. (US 6,206,288); 
Hussey et al. (US 6,899,273); Roustaei (US 6,123,261) disclose image-processing device. 
Applicant is respectfully suggested to carefully review these references.
